Origin of the Cattle Kangf. 


The origin of the range cattle growing 


industry in the United States dates tack 
to about the Fifteenth century, when 
horned cattle were introduced from Spain 
by way of Mexico among the Pueblo In- 
dians residing along the east bank of the 
Rio Grande. Later on the early colonists 
to the republic of Texas took with them 
herds of horned cattle, and in this way 
Texas became the mother of the range 
cattle industry in the United States. 
Here it was almost wholly confined until 
after the rebellion. Prior to the late war 
nearly the whole of Texas was given up 
to cattle growing. After the war the dis- 
banding of the great armies lessened tho 
demand and Texas swarmed- with great 
herds in excess of the market demand and 
local consumption. Cattle were of little 
value, and yet these herds were rapidly 
increasing." What was to be done? The 
more enterprising ranchmen of Texas be- 
gan to look for now ranges and markets 
that would consume the enormous surplus. 
California then had but few cattle. The 
states of Kansas and Nebraska and the 
territories west of the Missouri river were 
sparsely populated. The vast region of 
magnificient grazing area to be found 
there, and upon which the buffalo roamed, 
readily offered the temptation for a field 
of experiment. 


If the wild bison could subsist on these 


plants and in the valleys and parks of 
the Rocky Mountain country, why could 
not cattle? 
Winter and summer tho 


buffalo found sufficient grass, and hence 
the more enterprising Texas cattlemen 
came to the conclusion that domestic cat- 
tle, bred and raised upon the prairie grass 
of Texas and left to their own exertions 
for a subsistence, would be adapted to the 
fine grasses of the plains of the west and 
northwest states and territories, and 
where at that time only tho buffalo grazed. 
Thus the study of the" life and habits of 
the buffalo led'tcr the idea which has made 
this the greatest range and cattle growing 
country in the world. Not a few Texas 
men came, and some from California, and 
all drove their herds into this newer 
country. Their success caused others to 
follow, and eastern speculators were at- 
tracted by the fine opportunities for in- 
vestment. Thus sprung np this wonder- 
ful industry, for soon the unoccupied ter- 
ritory of the plains country of. tho west 
was filled with great herds of grass raised 
cattle—cattle that knew not homo or 
master, and to whicli grain would havo 
been almost a scarecrow. And with all 
this there came a cowboy, sui generis, 
about whom there 'clusters so much of 
romance.—Denver Cor. Globe-Democrat.

How a Lithograph Is Mailc. 


After tho lithographer has carefully 


studied the original drawing before him 
and laid out his plan ho makes a careful 
tracing of it on tnmspai'ent gelatine, on 
which he indicates every lino or slutde or 
gradation, and this tracing is carefully 
transferred to a previously prepared stone 
and serves as a "key" to the entire work 
and for all the color stones. 


The work on stone Is drawn with a 


greasy Mack chemically prepared crayon, 
which, by tho way, has to bo sharpened 
backward, or from the point up, as its 
very brittle nature will not allow of its 
being sharpened in tho ordinary way. 
The greasy crayon penetrates the stone, 
whicn is then subjected to a solution of 
gum arabic and nitric acid, after which it 
is carefully washed off with water. Tho 
black drawing, however, still shows, but 
is now easily washed from the face of the 
stone with turpentine., leaving the stir- 
face, to all appearances, as clean as when 
the stone first came into the artist's hands. 
It is then dampened with water. Tho 
printer passes his roller, charged with 
color, over the surface, and this adheres 
only where the stone is dry, or in other 
words, where the grease of the crayon is, 
and this color is transferred from the 
stone to the paper. 


The same process is employed for tile 


application of each successive color, por- 
tions of tho picture being drawn on'sev- 
eral different stones to obtain what may 
be called the composite tints, while others 
are only drawn on a single stone, when 
the color in tho picture is to bo one of 
those directly employed. — New York 
Mail and Express.

Feeding the Army of Servant* and Oa- 


rers—The Sultan's Big Farms—Waite 
and Extravagance In the Kitchen—One 
Year's Expenses. 
The food for the sultan is cooked by 


one man and his aids, and none others 
touch it. It is cooked in silver vessels, 
and when done each kettle is sealed by » 
slip of paper and a stamp, and this is 
broken in the presence of the sultan by 
the high chamberlain, who takes one 
spoonful of each separate kettle before 
the sultan tastes it. This is to prevent 
the sultan's being poisoned. The food is 
almost always served up to the sultan in 
the same vessels in which it was cooked, 
and these are often of gold; but when a 
baser metal, the kettle is set into a rich, 
golden bell shaped holder, the handle of 
which is held by a slave while the sultan 
eats. Each kettle is a course, and is 
served with bread and a kind of pancake, 
which is held on a golden tray by another 
slave. 
It requires just twice as many slaves 


as there are courses to serve a dinner to 
him. 
He usually sits on a divan near a 


window, which looks out over tho Bos- 
phorus, and takes his ease and comfort in 
a loose pembazar and gegelik, with his 
sleeves turned up. After he has eaten 
all he wants the sultan takes his cofiee 
and his chilbouk and lies back in an 
ecstasy of enjoyment and quiet reverie, 
which ho calls taking his keif. Woe be 
to the one who comes to disturb it. 


The food being cooked outside of the 


palace makes it necessary to have bell 
shaped felt covers to clap down tightly 
over eacli kettle, which has been placed 
on a tray. 
For the sultan and royal 


family there are magnificent velvet covers 
which go over the outside of these, em- 
broidered with gold and silver threads 
and, pearl, coral or turquois beads. Those 
for others are not so handsome. 


The sultan is served first, and he always 


eats entirely alone, never under any cir- 
cumstances deigning to eat with any one, 
and as soon as ho has begun to eat the 
harem is served. The sultan never uses 
a plate. Ho takes all his food direct from 
the little kettles, and never uses a table 
aud rarely a liaife or fork. A spoon, his 
bread or pancake or fingers are far 
handier. The whole household is at, lib- 
erty to take meals where it suits him or 
her best, aud thus every one is served 
with a small tray, with a spoon, a great 
chunk of bread, and the higher ones only 
get the pancakes. 


After the harem tho officers of the im 


porial body guard, the cunuehis, the cham- 
berlains and other high functionaries are 
fed, they usually being seated around a 
table, aud tho kettles are offered each one, 
wlio helps himself to one or two spoon- 
fuls of the contents of each. It is not 
etiquette to take more, no matter how 
iiico tho dish nor how hungry, but as the 
number of dishes is always so great no 
one need go hungry. 


After all the officers and others of high 


degree ore fed the soldiers and servants 
get their food, and at the same time all 
the mca employed in the imperial stables 
havo theirs, and during the progress of 
tho meals any stranger, whoever it may 
be, is at liberty to couie iu and seat him- 
self and eat. 
As a general rule three 


hundred pursons are fed every day who 
have no earthly. right except what the 
laws of hospitality give. It is a sort o( 
perpetual free lunch, and beggars as well 
as rich men avail themselves of this royal 
bounty. 


The sultan has a number of very large 


farms, some of them covering miles in ex- 
tent, both in European Turkey and Asiatic 
Turkey, and these are intended to supply 
all those things which farms can produce 
to the palace. One of these farms is near 
Tclmtchaldja, whore the government is 
now about building a fortress, and another 
at Ali-Bey-Keni, both of these within easy 
ride from" Constantinople. There are two 
others at Kouchoukchickinedje and Bo 
youkchoukmedje. 
These are all near 


Constantinople. The others are in Asia 
Minor. On these much of the grain an< 
food of the horses are raised. They are 
or were tilled by the compulsory labor o: 
tho Bulgarians, large numbers of them 
being obliged by conscription to serve so 
many months a year on these farms. The] 
were tied together like cattle and brougly 
by force and treated like brutes. This 
was a sort of tax duty which they were 
obliged to pay in labor. It may not be so 
now, 
but probably is. 


Tho soil of Turkey is very fertile am 


productive, and from these farms ajmu 
ally are brought on donkeys and in boats 
tons upon tons of vegetables of all kinds 
milk, butter and cheese, mutton, eggs 
poultry and fruit, 
The amount in the 


aggregate is suspendous, and yet it is no 
a quarter enough for the needs of tha 
household. Nearly all the tobacco, how 
ever, comes from these farms, and is of 
tho finest quality. 
quality. They do not grow rice, and, in 
consequence, buy nearly one ton of rice 
per day for the inevitable pilaff, 600 
pounds of sugar, as much coffee, to say 
nothing of the other groceries, fruit, 
vegetables and meat. Rice, mutton and 
bread form the greater part of food for the 
majority of Turks; yet, aside from these 
they get away with one ton of beef and 
half a ton of veal per day, to say noth- 
ing of the other viands and fish, sweet- 
meats, confectionery, nuts and dried and 
fresh fruits. 
The waste and extrava- 


gance in the kitchen are enormous, and 
enough is thrown away every day to 
maintain a hundred families. Much of 
this is gathered up by beggars, and the 
dogs cat the rest. 


Tho estimate is that it costs per year to 


supply the food for the sultan's house- 
hold, horses and animals, aside from 
the value of the product of the vast 
farms,

HEREAFTER country merchants who 


ship eggs and poultry to the Chicago 
market will be required to furnish their 
own cases and coops. It has been de- 
cided that on and after February 12th 
commission merchants will sell the cases 
with the eggs; that they will not furnish 
the shippers with cases, and that cases 
will not be returned. In the matter of 
coops, they being a more expensive arti- 
cle, it'has been decided that on and after 
this date, coops will be returned to the 
shipper at a cost to him of 5e each to 
defray expressage, but that no more 
will be furnished free by the commission 
merchants. 


THOMAS J. CIDHIB has a certificate 


which states that he was elected a rr.em- 
jer of the Fifty-first Congress in the 
Fifth California district. He says he will 
not take his seat, ho>yever, because he 
ias learned his Republican opponent was 
fuirly elected. Undoubtedly certificates 
are held and will be used at the organi- 
zation of the House by many Democrats 
whose right to them IB no better than 
that of Olunie. The chances are that the 
contested cases will give the Republicans 
a good, safe, working majority in the 
House before the first session ot the next 
Congress ends.

night as he left the Opera House after 
the lecture on "Beminisoenoes of the 
War," delivered by Rev. Geo. W. One, 
pastor of the Methodist church at Rock 
Island, 111., Chaplain of the old 108th 
Illinois Infantry. Rev. Gue arrived in 
the city yesterday afternoon and was mi t 
at the train by Commander Roberts, Dr. 
Bumstead and Major Steele. He was 
driven to the beautiful hall of Post 141, 
Q. A. R., and then given a drive about 
the city. A large audience, made up 
principally of old soldiers and their 
wives greeted the Chaplain at the Opera 
House in the evening, when he lectured 
for the benefit of the G. A. R. Post relief 
fund, the net proceeds aggregating over 
$120. Dr. Bumstead in a neat speech 
introduced the lecturer, who spoke for an 
hour and 20 minutes, delivering an ad- 
dress that'was full of patriotism and 
noble sentiments, interspersed with amus- 
ing and patriotic incidents of the late 
war. His stories were highly appeoiated. 
He told each yarn in the rough language 
of war times, and handled .the Rebels 
and the northern Copperheads of those 
days without gloves. It was plain to see 
that he had been a brave soldier, and 
that while he had entered the service as 
a young minister, he soon adapted him- 
self to army life and came home a hero to 
marry the school teacher who had cheered 
the weary and dangerous days at the 
front by writing him cheerful letters from 
her home in Fnlton county. It is im- 
possible to give a synopsis of the lecture. 
It would not do the gentleman justice. 


In closing Chaplain One paid a de- 


served tribute to the old soldiers who 
bared their breasts in the time of their 
country's need and fought bravely for 
the preservation of the 
Union. 
He 


urged that the spirit of patriotism be 
taught to the children. It he had the 
running of the schools, he said, the 
schools would open every morning with 
the eong "America," at recess the children 
should sing "Rally Round the Flag, 
Boys," and at dismissal the song would 
be "Marching Through Georgia." 


The lecturer was frequently interrupted 


by warm applause and he had to stop un- 
til the noise subsided. It was a splendid 
army talk from beginning to end.
